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Governments are instituted among Men, deriving their just powers from the con-. 
sent of the governed. That whenever any Form of Government decomes destruc- 
tive of these ends, it is the Right of the People to alter or to abolish it, and fo 
institute new Government, laying its foundation on such principles and organiz- 
ing its powers in such form, as to them shal] seem most likely to effect their Safe- 
ty and Happin eas. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments long established 
should not be changed for light and transient causes; and accordingly all exper- 
jence hath shewn, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are suf- 
ferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which they are ac- 
customed. But when a long train of abuses and usurpations, pursuing invar- 
iably the same object evinces'a design to reduce them under absolute Des A 
it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off much Government, and to provide new 
Guards for their future security. Such has been the patient sufferance of these 
Colonies; and such is now the necessity which constrains them to alter their form- 
er Systems of Government. The history of the present King of Great Britain is 
a history of repeated injuries and usurpations all having in direct object the es- 
tablishment of an absolute Tyranny over these States. To prove this, let Facts 
be submitted to a candid world. 4

He has refused for a long time, after such dissolutions, to cause others to be 
elected; whereby the Legislative powers ,incapable of Annihilation, have returned 
to the People at large for their exercise; the State remaining in the meantime ex- 
posed to all the dangers of invasion from without, and convulsions within. 


He has endeavored to prevent the bobiilstion> of theae States; for that purpose 
obstructing the Laws for Naturalization of Foreigners; refusing to pass others to 
enco ne wee puereaar hither, and raising the conditions of new Appropria- 
tions o nds, 


He has obstructed the Administration of Juidtice, by refusing his Assent to 
Laws for establishing Judiciary powers. . 


He has made Judges dependent on his Will alone, for the tenure of their offices, 
and the amount aad payment of their galaries. y 


He has. erected a multitude of New Offices, and sent hither swarms of Officers 
to ‘hurass dur people, , and eat out their substance, 


He has kept among us, in times of peace, Standing Armies, without the Con- 
sent of our legislatures. 


He has affected to render the Military independent of and superior to the Civil 
power.

are, and of Right ought to be Free atid Independent States; thet they are Ab- 
solved from all Alleqance te the Entish Crown, and that all political connection 
between them snd the State of Great Britain is and ought to be totally dissolved; 
and that aa Free and Independent tates, thay have full Power to levy War, cen- 
clude Peage ,contract Alliances, establish Commerce, and te do ail ether Aets and 
Things which Independent States may of night do, And for the sijrort of thés 
Declaration, sith a firm reliance on the protection of Divina Providence, we mu- 
tually pledge to each other our Lives, our Fortunes, and our mered Tener.

Committeeman that a new ruling 
now in effect makes it possible fer 
all farmers who have Tobaceo 
Contracts to ute all the land cov- 
ered by the contracta’ They may 


plant it to any crop except comm 


and grain sorghum. They may 
plant all land to hay or fodder 
cor or use all of their acres for 
pasture. This ruling in the opinion 
of Sumner Parker forecasts a 
shortage of hay and forage this

in this region provide themselves 
with hay enough for their own

Massachusetts Roadside Stand As- 
sociation and have asked the co- 
operation of the State Department 
of Agricultre in making it a vuc- 
cess. The plan is to have some 
working arrangement between the 
association and the Division of 
markets which inspects and super- 
vises all stands which are author 
ised to dlaplay the State Quality 
Products Label. 

This label can only be given to 
farmers who have qualified and 
are und& regular ins 
the Department. 
confine the membership 
Roadside: Stand Association — to 
those who are privileged to display 
this sign. nere are at present 
about 60 such farmers in the 
State, and it is hoped that under 
the stimulation given by the asso- 
ciation this number will increase 
to at least 100. 

The State department will con- 
aus to provide the quality prod- 

ets wigns for any farmer who can 
qualify, whether he joins the as- 
sociation or not, but it is believed 
that the advantages of association 
membership will be so obvious that 
practically Al eign holders will be- 
come members. The reason back of 
the use of the sign is that many 
stands sprung up along the road- 
side not owned by farmers and on 
these stands fruit and vegetables 
trucked out from city markets 
were sold. This led to giving the 
real farmers a bad name as there 
was No way that a city dweller 
could distinguish between them. 

tate signa are permitted 

only on stands where home-grown 
produce is featured. The sign is a 
neat blue and yellow shield whieh 
can readily be seen from a dis- 
tance by automobile: drivers. 

Wherever it is displayed buyers 
can be sure that the products dis- 
layed are fresh from the farm. 
nTe revived association hopes to 
make these approved signs much 

more numerous in the State than 
they have been in the past. 

ne of the ways the association 
hopes to do this is through some 
form of association effort to ac- 
quaint buyers with their plan and 
familiarize them with the sign. Ay- 
sociation dues will be $5 yearly 
and all that is left after paying for 
the signs provided by the State 
will be used to spread the informa- 
tion regarding t the plan.
